Much has been said about 
mos­ 
quitos in Hamlin. 
Many mosquitoes ARE in Hamlin, 
and have seemed to increase from 
y ear to y ear. 
There are 
reasons 
for 
many 
mosquitoes in Hamlin: Drainage is 
almost impossible; water remains in 
the thousands of feet 
of 
ditches 
alongside of the streets, especially in 
the early spring time, and according 
to authority , mosquito eggs remain 
through the fall 
and 
winter 
and 
hatch out in the first warm weather 
of spring. Add to this the hundreds 
of upground 
cisterns 
in 
Hamlin, 
some full, some with a 
mere 
few 
inches, all of which warm up early 
in the spring to mosquito hatching 
degrees, and y ou 
have 
the 
ctfiief 
source of mosquito origin in Ham­ 
lin. Then there are a few places 
along side of the 
railroads 
where 
leak s from water mains k eep up a 
fine place for new mosquitoes 
all 
y ear. 
Get this: Mosquitoes do not hatch 
in weeds. They tak e refuge or shel­ 
ter in weeds and damp places after 
they 
emerge 
from 
water 
some­ 
where. 
Why are they so much worse in 
dry hot weather than in damp, rainy 
weather? The answer to that ques­ 
tion is simple. When the ditches are 
dried up, and the sun gets hot, they 
seek cool damp places around houses 
garages, toilets, flowers, just 
any ­ 
where to hide and k eep cool. They 
can’t stand very hot weather. 
Then 
when night comes they are ready to 
start getting their blood meal from 
y our arms and legs, and, 
O 
Boy, 
they do get it. 
You ask what can be done, 
or 
what is being done? 
Here is the answer. In Hamlin 1 
the mosquito control efforts started 
on June 14 . . . just about 40 day s 
after the 19 40 
mosquitoes 
began 
hatching. You ask why the start was 
so late? No definite assurances of 
labor pay were received till about 
June 10th. Men can not work with­ 
out some pay , y ou k now. 
Since June 14, up to July 6, 
a 
plan of action has been followed. 
The Chamber of Commerce furnish­ 
ed a pressure spray , two five gallon 
cans and a pair of rubber shoes. A 
man was employ ed and is directed 
■where and how to spray k erosene 
on possible mosquito hatching places. 
The city pay s a man so much per 
hour or day for his work . The direc­ 
tion of the work , and the gathering 
of the k erosene is done gratis, and 
all service stations or oil firms who 
have been solicited have contributed 
as much as 5 gallons of 
k erosene, 
each with the sale of 20 gallons at 
wholesale price of 6 cents per gal- 


Lets 3 00,000 Mo sq uito es Bite Him 
To Find Perfect Insect Rep ellent

TITt HILE other people try to k eep 
W away from mosquitoes during 
the summer months, Philip Granett, 
y oung “iron” man at Rutgers Uni­ 
versity , goes to a great deal of 
trouble to get them to bite him. He 
has endured more than 300,000 bites 
to help mak e it possible for other 
folk s to escape insect annoyance. 
Granett is one of a group of sci­ 
entists at Rutgers who, under a 
grant from the National Carbon 
Company, are study ing insect reac­ 
tions to various chemicals. Th^y 
have been work ing on this one prob­ 
lem for five years. As a result, they 
have already succeeded in mak ing 
a repellent lotion that not only pre­ 
vents mosquitoes from biting but 
k eeps them at a distance. 
Granett’s job in this research has 
been that of a human guinea pig. 
He has tried out on himself the 
hundreds of chemical combinations 
produced by the laboratory staff to 
learn which solution would work 
best. 
His metho d ha s been to ta ke a 
sa mple o f the chemical to be tested, 
sta nd in a mo squito bo g , ro ll up 
sleev es a nd tro users, a nd a pply a 
mea sured a mo unt o f the repellent 
to o ne a rm a nd o ne leg . The o ther 
a rm a nd leg ha v e been left unpro ­ 
tected. Then the number o f bites 
receiv ed o n the untrea ted pa rts o f 
his bo dy were co unted. 
Bites were co unted until Gra nett 
g o t o ne o n the a rm o r leg ha v ing 
the repellent co a ting . As so o n a s 
tha t ha ppened, he no ted the time 
tha t ha d ela psed since the test be­ 
gan, a nd the ex periment wa s 
over. 
His purpose, 
o f co urse, was to find 
a chemical combination that would 
extend the protection time as long 
as possible.
